DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references cited have failed to teach and to make obvious an apparatus for measuring 
and/or monitoring the flow of a medium to be measured an evaluation/control unit, 
which, on the basis of the measurement voltage induced in the measuring electrode, or 
measuring electrodes, provides information concerning the volume flow of the medium 
to be measured, in the measuring tube; connecting lines or signal lines by way of which 
measurement signals are led between the measuring electrodes and the 
control/evaluation unit, wherein: the signal lines are arranged essentially in a planar 
structure. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
